Dr.  Gruenenfelder  holds  a 
B.E.E.  in  Electrical  Engineering 
from  the  University  of  Minnesota. 
From  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame  he  holds  a  M.A.  in  Philoso¬ 
phy,  a  M.S.  in  Mathematics,  and 
a  Pli.D.  in  Philosophy.

“Louis  XIV” 
Masterpiece  of 
Baroque  Era

“Louis  XIV”  is  the  Painting  of 
the  Week  displayed  in  the  library 
at  this  time.  This  famous  master¬ 
piece  is  a  creation  of  the  Baroque 
Era.  As  most  art  students  know 
the  baroque  style  is  marked  in 
architecture  by  the  use  of  curved, 
contorted,  and  clumsy  forms  and 
by  overornamentation  in  painting 
and  sculpture. 

In  the  painting 
“Louis  XIV,”  we 
can  see  the  use 
of  gracious  style 
and  the  play  on 
sensation  which 
was  typical  of 
this  period.  The 
textural  illu¬ 
sions,  the  shim¬ 
mering  light  and 
shadow  that 
dapple  the  form,  apply  the  princi¬ 
ples  of  painting  that  are  sometimes 
fused  together  in  the  medium  of 
carving.  In  baroque,  various  arts 
are  fused  together:  sculpture  may 
imitate  painting  and  painting  may 
imitate  sculpture  and  architecture. 
No  boundaries  are  recognized  be¬ 
tween  the  arts  and  their  materials, 
or  they  are  so  fused  that  the  transi¬ 
tions  become  imperceptible. 

In  the  words  of  John  Canaday, 
“The  famous  portrait  ‘Louis  XIV’ 
by  Ilyacinthe  Rigaud  summarizes 
much  of  the  pomp  and  some  of 
the  pomposity,  of  Louis  XIV’s 
regime  as  it  was  reflected  in  the 
art  cultivated  by  official  patron¬ 
age.

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College  at  Home

Much  has  been  written  about  the 
expense  of  sending  a  boy  or  girl  to 
college,  and  some  of  the  figures  pro¬ 
duced  by  expense  surveys  are  astro¬ 
nomical"  to  the  average  parent,  from 
$2,000  to  $10,000  a  year,  depending 
on  the  school  and  its  location. 

Many  feel  that  to  get  the  most  out 
of  college,  a  student  should  be  re¬ 
moved  from  home  surroundings.  A 
great  part  of  the  cultural  experi¬ 
ence  of  college  involves  the  “grow¬ 
ing  up”  phase  induced  by  residence 
away  from  the  home  fires,  it  is 
argued. 

However,  the  B’nai  B’rith  Voca¬ 
tional  Service  recently  has  listed  the 
results  of  a  survey  which  shows  that 
a  majority  of  college  students  in  the 
United  States  are  still  living  at  home 
while  attending  college. 

Tne  study  cited  by  the  B’nai  B’rith 
included  a  survey  of  3*4  million  col¬ 
lege  students.  Of  these,  60  per  cent, 
or  nearly  2  million,  lived  with  their 
parents  or  in  the  home  of  a  relative. 
Only  1,300,000  lived  on  campus.  This 
would  indicate  that  it  is  the  minor¬ 
ity,  rather  than  the  majority,  that 
achieves  residence  on  a  campus  as 
a  part  of  a  college  education.  It 
also  would  indicate  that  extension 
schools,  or  professional  schools  lo¬ 
cated  in  large  cities,  are  carrying 
a  major  part  of  the  U.S.  educational 
load. 

Another  startling  fact  disclosed  by 
the  survey  is  that  only  63  per  cent, 
about  2  million,  of  the  college  stu¬ 
dents  are  within  the  usual  age  range 
of  17  to  22  years.  A  great  many  col¬ 
legians,  then,  either  are  people  stay¬ 
ing  on  at  college  for  graduate  work 
that  will  permit  specialized  training 
for  a  particular  field,  or  are  young 
men  and  women  who  have  post¬ 
poned  their  college  educations  for  a 


while,  either  to  fulfill  the  obiigatioi 
of  military  service  or  to  earn  mone; 
to  finance  their  own  educations,  o: 
both. 

Of  those  in  college,  30  per  cent  o 
the  men  students  and  13  per  cent  o 
the  women  are  married. 

About  80  per  cent  of  those  who  ar 
in  undergraduate  status  in  college 
remained  in  their  own  state  to  g* 
to  college.  But  when  it  came  t 
graduate  work,  only  30  per  cent  c 
the  graduate  students  stayed  in  thei 
own  states.  California,  Texas  an 
Utah  retained  more  than  90  per  cer 
of  their  native-born  students  fo 
graduate  work.  In  the  easter 
states,  more  than  half  tend  to  g 
elsewhere. 

This  would  indicate,  by  and  larg( 
a  tendency  for  more  and  more  co 
lege  students  to  complete  the  basi 
four  years  of  work  at  “subway  co 
leges”  or  schools  with  extensior 
near  their  homes,  while  picking  an 
choosing  the  college  where  they  wi 
take  their  graduate  specialize 
studies. 

All  in  all,  while  living  at  hom 
may  rob  a  student  of  some  of  thos 
traditions  of  campus  living,  it  woul 
appear  that  more  and  more  studen' 
are  making  the  decision  that  it 
better  to  lose  some  traditions  whi 
attending  college  at  home  than  1 
miss  college  entirely. 

We  may  expect  this  trend  to  gro 
as  the  youngsters  born  during  tl 
post  World  War  II  baby  boom  reac 
the  age  of  college  education.  Th 
makes  more  apparent  than  ever  tl 
need  for  expanding  the  opportunity 
for  community  colleges  now — befoi 
the  big  rush  hits. 
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
